With the great grape indus- 
try of California threatened 
with destruction by numerous 
adverse bills now reported 
pending in Washington, D. C., 
vineyardists of Southern Cali- 
fornia and heads of allied in- 
Gustries were on records today 
in favor of the strongest. pos- 
sible organization to protect 
their ‘interests, following a 
meeting of more than 100 
growers and packers at the of- 
fices of the Italian Vineyard 
Company, to the east of On- 
tario. The meeting was spon- 
sored by the California Grape 
Industry Asso¢iation and  E&. 
M. Sheehan, its president, was 
the principal speaker. 

President SReehan has just 
returned from a trip to New 
York City and Washington in 
the interests of the grape in- 
dustry and announced that he 
had learned that there are now 
51 bills pending before Con- 
gress which are aimed at cur- 
tailment of the grape industry 
and he declared that every one 
of them needs caref. i study on 
the part of ‘the grape interests. 

The speaker recited that as 
California annually ships be- 
tween 73,000 and 75,000 car- 
loads of grapes as compared to 
some 16,000 carloads by eas- 
tern growers, it is up to Cali- 
fornia vineyardists to save the 
industry. He declared that the 
situation at present in many 
ways appears hopeful, but that 
the need of an able representa- 
tive in Washington is impera- 
tive’ and recited ‘that steps 
have already been taken to se- 
eure such a representative in 
the person of Judge Marion 
DeVries, native of California, 
but a long time resident of 
the national capital. 

While in Washington, — Mr. 
Sheehan secured a copy of a 
letter from General L. C. An- 
drews, prohibition director, to 
ithe effect that the householder 
who manuiactures in his home 
fruit juices which acquire by 
ifermentation one-half of one 
per cent or more of alcoholic 
content, — are not in- 
toxicating mh fact, does not 
violate the law. In order to 
prove intoxication ‘‘in fact,”’ 
the speaker explained, ‘the 
drinker of the beverage musi 
display signs of intoxication. 

The speaker expressed the 
belief that with the situation 
thus clarified by General An- 
drews that there would be less 
threatening publicity issued 
from the national prohibition 
office each year at the vintage 
sgason with the object in view 
of making it appear that the 
householder had no right to 
erush grapes whose juice might 
later develop alcoholic strength. 

Mr. Sheehan asserted that 
practically 80 per cent of the 
«rapes shipped from California 
are used in the home in ‘the 
manufacture of grape juice or 
wine, adding ‘‘the home is the 
outlet of our grapes.’’ It was 
pointed out that inasmuch as 
the grape industry annually 
brings in to California growers, 
packers and _ ‘transportation 
concerns approximately  $70,- 
000,000, it was imperative that 
setbacks be carefully guarded 
against. Growers were report- 
ed to receive ~approximately 
$30,000,000 a year and packing 
and transportation concerns 
the $40,000,000 balance. 

Charles Latimer, prominent 
local grower and packer, pre- 
sided at the meeting. H. F. 
Stoll, seeretary-treasurer of 
the California Grape industry 
Association, outlined the need 
for solid membership in the 
organization and many grow- 
ers, packers and railroad men 
heartily endorsed the organi- 
zation move.

Co-Op Company Returns 
Old Board of Directors 


The annual meeting of the 


stockholders of the Co-Opera- 
tive Fumigation & Supply Co. 
was held here Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 9, 1926. 

Manager F. M. Scott report- 
ed that the company had fu- 
migated 1603 acres and spray- 
ed 2277 acres. 

The fumigation work does 
not show quite as good a kill 
as in past seasons; some of the 
groves are commercially clean 
|but about 25 per cent of the 
fumigated groves had to be 
sprayed later to secure satis- 
factory results. The groves 
that were sprayed look much 
better as to seale kill and only 
% per cent of the acreage that 
was sprayed required a second 
treatment. The spraying also 
cleans the trees of most of the 
fungus and keeps the red spi- 
der out. The best time spray- 
ing with triumph oil and lime- 
sulphur is in August and Sep- 
tember on lemons; orange 
spraying with ‘this material 
should not be commenced be- 


fore the first of October as 
there hgmit be some severe 
burning of the fruit if the 
ilies should turn hot -with- 
in a few days after spraying. 

Spraying with Volek concen- 
trate also shows very satisfac- 
tory results and the spraying 
can be done at any time with 
this material as the hot weatth- 
er does not cause this material 
to burn the fruit. 

We are refunding the grow- 
ers who sprayed 13 per cent on 
the amount of ‘their bill, and 
those who fumigated .78 per 
eent.

Revised Boulder Dam Bill 


(Redlands Facts) 

Revised to inelude the recommendations of 
Secretary of the Interior Hubert Work, the 
new Boulder Canyon project bill is this week 
up before the House Committee on Reclama- 
tion for consideration and action} and accord- 
ing to information reaching Southern Califer- 
nia from Washington, the bill’s adoption dur- 
ing the present session of Congress appears 
now to be almost certain. 

As it now stands, it was pointed out, the 
Boulder Canyon Dam bill is virtually an ad. 
ministration measure and is expected to re- 
eeive the full force of the administration's 
support when it comes on the floor of t.e 
Senate and the House for action. 

Copies of the measure reaching Southern 
California this week reveal that the revised 
bill provides for the construction by the fed- 
eral government of three major projects. These 
projects are: (1) a high dam at Boulder Can- 
yon capable of storing at least 26,000,000 acre 
feet of water; (2) an All-American eanal te 
irrigate the lands of Imperial and Coachella 
Valleys; (3) a hydro-electric generating plant 
at Boulder Dam _ capable of developing 
1,000,000 horsepower of energy. 

Construction of these projects, according to 
the new bill, are 'to be financed by the federal 
government through the issuance of a bund 
issue to the amount of $125,000,000. Of this 
total sum, $105,000,000 are to be used in the 
financing of the Boulder Dam, the All-Ameri- 
ean canal and ‘the power plant; $20,000,000 
are to be reserved to meet interest charges on 
the larger amount during the period of econ- 
struction, if necessary. 

For Southern California cities the bill as- 
sures a permanent domestie water supply from 
the Colorado River. One section of the act 
specifies that all contraets for domestic water 
shall be made for perpetual service, subject 
only to ‘the rights of prior appropriations. 

All money invested by the government in 
the building of Boulder Dam and the hydre- 
electric power plant is to be returned to the 
tederal treasury, with interest, the bill pro- 
vides, through the sale of power developed at 
the site of the dam. Work on these projects, 
the bill specifies, is not to be commenced until 
‘tthe Seeretary of the Interior has received con- 
tracts for power sufficient to guarantee a_re- 
turn to the government of all money invested. 

In the ease of the All-American canal, the

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construction costs by a direct charge upon the 
lands benefited. Money realized from the sale 
of any electric power generated on the canal 
itself, the act states, is to be credited to the 
lands served by the canal. 

Six of the seven Colorado River basin states 
must unconditionally ratify the Colorado Riv- 
er Compact, as drafted at Santa Fe, New 
Mexico, November 24, 1922, before the gov- 
ernment starts work upon any of the major 
projects, the act specifies, 

The sale of power to the various agencies 
seeking portions of the energy shall be han- 
dled by the Secretary of the Interior, the act 
provides. In making these sales, the secretary 
shall be governed by ‘the provisions of the 
Federal Water Power Act, it is specified. 


Among those agencies receiving power from 


the Boulder Canyon plant, the act sets forth 
that ‘any purchaser receiving 100,000 horse- 
power, or more, shall be required ‘to permit a 
purchascr of 25,000 horsepower, or less, to 
participate in the use of the main transmis- 
sion line from the generating plant to the 
market. 

Preference is given to ex-service men and 
women in the settlement of all lands brought 
under irrigation by the All-American canal, 
the bill provides.

Anaheim believes it should be the county 
seat of a new county formed from the north- 
ern portion of Orange County and the south- 
ern portion of Los Angeles County, including 
Whittier. It is proposed to call the new coun- 
ty Valencia and Anaheim as the county seat 
would likewise take the new name. 

The northern portion of Orange County, so 
the advocates of county division assert, puts 
up the bulk of the taxes, but the remainder 
of the county controls the expenidture. 

The advocates of county division have a 
long hard row before them if they would di- 
vide Orange County. They face a law that 
provides that not alone must a majority of 
‘the voters within the part of the county 
which seeks to cut itself off approve, but 
that the other part of the county likewise 
give consent. 

Orange County has, since the day of oil 
and oranges, been regarded as one of the 
model counties of California. It has tremen- 
dous resources and operates on a very low 
tax rate. To divide the county would de- 
stroy that situation for practically the same 
territory would be paying to operate two 
county governments instead of one? Just 
how much of Los Angeles County would care 
to be governed from Anaheim might likewise’ 
be debatable. If Whittier, a city of just as 
many possibilities as Anaheim, is willing to 
permit Anaheim ‘to become its county seat, it 
would be another marvel in political economy. 

Taxes are high enough in any county in the 
state, and the majority of the people are not 
likely to vote to increase ‘them, even if there 
is @ warm atmosphere hingeing upon politi- 
cal or sectional control.

It will be a life- ‘Saving agency. Through it, 
hundreds of men and women will be restored 
to strength and health. 

Tuberculosis is a preventable as well as a 
curable disease. It can be prevented by keep- 
ing one’s bodity strength up to such a stand- 
ard that the body will resist the disease. It 
can be cured by building up bodily strength 
fo such a degree that the body can repair the 
damage. 

The sanitorium is fo be a haven for those 
who are unable to secure proper treatment 
elsewhere. It will prove itself an educational 
center in matters pertaining to the prevention 
and cure of tuberculdsis, 

Tt is not to be an extravagant institution. 
It is to be run along simple lines. Fresh air, 
good food and rest—these three essentials are 
to be provided under pert: management. The 
sanitorium will be viry much worth while. 
The salvaging of humgn life and the restora- 
tion of the sick to hpalth are projects that 
ought always to have pur earnest support.

Twenty thousand ex-service men 
have applied to the Veterans’ Wel- 
fare Board of the state for farm 
and home loans. 

State Adjutant James K. Fisk 
of the Legion made known thése 
facts today following a conference 
with George Stout, secretary of 
the board, relative to the cam- 
paign for the passage of the $20,- 
000,000 bond act which is to go on 
the November ballot this year to 
provide funds for a continuation of 
the work of the Veterans Welfare 
Board. i 

“The new act under which all-of. 
the money advanced by the tax- 
payers is paid back with interest 
will provide homes and farms for 
more than 5000 veterans,” State 
Adjutant Fisk states. 

“Twenty-five hundred veterans 
have already been provided for 
under the ten-million-dollar act 
passed by an overwhelming vote in 
1922, but this fund is practically 
exhausted at present,” Fisk  de- 
clares. 

In outlining the work of the vet- 
erans’ welfare board, State Adjut- 
ant Fisk states: 

“During the month of January, 
just past, $420,000 worth of prop- 
erty was acquired. The records of 
the board show that less than 5 
per cent of the approximate 2200 
veteran property purchasers have 
ever been delinquent in their con- 
tract payments. As a result of 
this legislation, over 3000 acres 
of land are under cultivation by 
California veterans. This acreage 
is divided into approximately 175 
farms, located in the various farm- 
ing communities of the state. 





California World War veterans 
in numbers which will necessitate 
the chartering of a special steam- 
ship to sail from an eastern port 
are enrolling for the peace-time 
invasion of France next year for 
thé National American Legion con- 
vention to be held at Paris. 

State Adjutant James K. Fisk 
made the above announcement as 
a result of the first great flood of 
letters received from ex-service 
men who want to go to the Paris 
conclave of the Legion. 

Fisk’s announcement-was made 
coincidentally with the return of 
George J. Hatfield, U. S. district 
attorney for Northern . California 
and western member of the “On- 
to-Paris” committeo of the Ameri- 
can Legion. 

Hatfield brought Back from In- 
dianapolis detailed plans for the 
Paris convention and of the ar- 
rangements being made for the 
transportation of the World War 
veterans to the French city. 

“There will be no passports to 
bother the former soldiers and 
sailors, and no vises will be ne- 
cessary, and the average expense 
of the trip will be around $300,” 
Hatfield declares, 

As western member of the Le- 
gion’s committee on the French 
convention, Hatfield will soon con- 
fer with Al W. Chase of Oakland, 
chairman of the Northern Califor- 
nia committee, and Angelo Bessolo 
of Bagle Rock, chairman of the 
Southern California Legion group, 
to arrange the preliminaries of 
the tour and take care of the carly 
arrangements which will be made 
for the movement overseas next 
year. 

Commander Allen B. Bixby of 
Pasadena, head of the American 
Legion in this state, has named 
Assemblyman Byron Walters of 
San Diego the chairman of the 
legislative committee of the Cali- 
fornia Department. 

Thomas MeManus of Bakersfield 
has been given the chairmanship 
of the constitution and bylaws 
committee of the Legion.
